Although the previous cancelled claim 7 recites 
that the control in claim is lyophilized, i.e. PTH fragments and whole PTH components, nevertheless the newly amended claim recites only 
"the protein matrix base" is lyophilized. This embodiment has never been considered and would require more search. 



Continuation of 11 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: As indicated above, the newly amended feature 
"wherein said composition further comprises a protein matrix base and is lyophilized" is a new matter never been considered and requires 
more search.
